“(ABNORMAL FANATICS. 

One feels, convinced alter a few 
eveeks. in Russie that only a small 
minority of the Communists 
believe inv anything but their own 
ower and advancement, writes u 
<orrexpondent of the “Daily | 
Telegraph.” Many of the leaders 
are, no doubt, genuine Commun- 
ists. Of the simeerity of 
. Chicherin, for instance, there can 

be no doubt: he refused a great] 
inheritance ‘in his carly years for 
the sake of his principles, and at 
that fateful meeting in London, 
where Lenin split'the Socialists 
into Bélsheviks and Mensheviks, 
he voted with the former. But 
not one, looking into his pale eyes 
owith that strange glitter in them, 
could «regard him, as normal, 
Dzerhinsky, Loo, produces the 
impression of cold-blooded 
@anatic. “You cannot make re- 
volutions in white kid gloves,” 
de answered a more squeamish |« 
acquaintance, and the same spirit 
has carried: him through. ruthless 

, seas of blood as through fifteen 
years in a dungeon for the snke 
of his convictions. 

The “serewed-up” expression 

“of the great Bolsheviks, especially: 
of Lenin and Trotsky, has often 
been “commented on, and the | 
yalleries of portraits ‘with which 
‘Moscow abounds show this pheno- |. 
menon to be churacteristic. 
Bykoff ix almost the only promin- 

. ent Communist who has the face 
eof ‘an ordinary ‘human being. 
For this very"reayon, perhaps, 

* and because of his moderation, 
his influence is small, and since he 
gave the Third Intefnational 
some very sound advi ice” on the 
folly of persecuting the nepmen, 
or private traders, out of ‘exist- 
enee, he has made himself dis- 
Viked by-the extremists. It would 
seem that the serewed-up face and 
giinty eyes» are symptoms, of 
abnormality, and no veal Bolshe- 
vik leader can be regarded ag 
aquite normal. Lenin was certain- 
dy a great man, of tremendous 
driving power; yet in the official 
bulletin of his autopsy it was an- 
pounced that, instead of grey 
gmutter in’ his’ brain, they found 
green slime. 

SWARMS OF SPIES. 

The extremists now in power 
have taken the bit between their 
teeth, and miss the controlling 
mnaster-hand.. None of the 
moderate men appear to be 
strong enough to check them, and 
they are capable of overriding 
any reasonable arrangement made 
with a. foreign country by the 
Government on the grounds of 
‘political .expediency. Yet the 
officials with whom foreigners 
come into contuct seem not only 
seaxonable, but civil and cour- 

\teous; their hands, however, are 
so entwined"in the meshes of an 
endless tangle - of red tape that 
Dusinesa is as tedloud as it is dif- 
ficult. Yet this very red tape is 

necessary as a check, for they

Spies swarm every- 
where, and the more prominent 
and more responsible thé man, the 
more his actions. are watched and 
recorded.

inquisitive spoon-fed, yo that it is 
very dificult to forma genuine 
opinion, In the hotels the com- 
ings and goings are registered, 
as well as interesting conversa~" 
tions, As a rule ‘this is done 
without attracting attention, hut 
occasionally a elumsy  fellaw, 
when eavesdropping,. will betray 
himself. Natives dare not visit 
foreigners, and if foreigners visit 
Ruasian friends it is certain to 
Dring suspicion upon them. The

.WORSE THAN TSARIAT TYRANNY. 
But-the tyranny of the Tsars-was 
liberty,. indeed, compared with the 
tyranny of the.Bolsheviks. Then 


| at least one was allowed to live 


and trade and work, so long as 
politics “were - not — touched. 
Russian * broadmindedness, the 
child of thelr boufidiess ‘plains, 
allowed greater freedom of action 
| than. dots ‘public opinion In 
Britain. To-day everyone lives 
in constant dread. Many pople 
never, go to bed ‘before two um, 
so asto be dressed when ‘the 
agents come, for that ise their 
‘favourite hour, Tt is charagteris- 
‘tic of Russia that the old saying, 
when a chance silence fills upon a 
party, . it is not that un angel is 
passing over, but yy polieeman 
has been. born.” 

Intolerance in the Repniee 
the Communist ' systeni,' 
might be defined ay the very anti- 
podes of the policy of “live‘and let 
live.” They lonthe Demacracy, 
for the Dictatorship of the Pro- 
letariat is incompatible with the 
greatest good of the greatest 
number, and means exclusive 
‘power in the .hands of the 
minority—another. characteristic 
‘in common. with ‘the old régime. 
They openly treat as enemies ‘all 
who ure not members. of the 
party ;-they make'use of them so 
far ag it suity their purpose, but 
once they have ceased to be useful 
they are better dead. 

Tt is told that in 1923 Moscow 
was a gay city, bit in 1924 the 
- swing to the left and the econo- 
mic distress made themselves felt. 
Seats at the Bolshoi Thextre, 
opera, and: ballet coxi toosmuch. 
' There are few people in Moscow 
| to-day who. can afford ten, or 
even fifteen, gold roubles for 
stalls, whith are patronised chief- 
ly by an occasional member of 
some foreign . mission, a ‘conces- 
sion-hunter from . cupitalistic 
Europe, or nepman who has not 
yet received the usuai short notice 
of expulsion. - Yet, as during the

the harassed and nervous. public 
flocks to the theatre and the 
cinemas to forget for’a moment 
their anxieties and fears. 

Still, the Russian temperament 
shows itself often enough in 
laughing faces’ in the streets; yet 
this laugh has. a hollow ring 
about it; it is the spirit of “let 
us eat, drink, and be merry, for 
to-morrow we die,” that spirit 
which is truer of the Russian than 
of any other nationality din 
Europe, for everybody lives from 
hand to mouth, nothing knowing 
and little caring what to-morrow 
may bring forth. The only man 
I saw in. Mossow who, seemed 
genuinely happy had no legs, 
Both had been amputated above 
the knee. 
cheerfully into a grocer’s shop,

When 
calling upon an acquaintance it is 
necessary’ to wander about a 
courtyard, usually immense and 
always untidy, to find the trades- 
men’s entrance, which admits to 
a dark und gloomy kitchen, and 
then through dingy passages and 
corridors littered with boxes, 
stacks of old furniture, broken 
statues, and musty pictures, all 
recking and never ventilated, to 
the single room that is all that 
mogt families can boast it.’
